You are herby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
North Hampton on Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 7 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 


to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $400. for the control of the White Pine 
Biister Rust in cooperation with the State Forestry and 
Recreational department. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $2,856.00 for State Aid on Walnut Avenue. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500. to purchase the land situated between the 
Town Hall and the Library, now the property of the 
estate of Charles L. Bachelder. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to sell the land now 
owned by said Town, situated on South Road between the 
3oston and Maine Railroad and the property of William - 
Beet Lon, 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate for the issuance and distribution of printed matter and 
otherwise publicizing the resources and natural advan- 
tages of the Town in cooperation with other towns co- 
ordinated in the Seacoast Regional Development Associa- 
tion, the sum of $175.00. 


8. To see what action the Town wishes to take in 
regard to accepting W. P. A. for the re-modeling of the 
Town Hall for the new selectmen’s room and vault. And 
raise and appropriate such sum of money as will be neces- 
sary. 

9. To see what action the Town wishes to take in re- 
gard to accepting W. P. A. for the re-building of the Tom) 
at the Center Cemetery and raise and appropriate such 
sum of money as will be necessary. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to accept in trust the 
following articles contained in the will of the late George 


W. Moore. 


3. Unto the Town of North Hampton, N. H. the sum 
of $1000. in trust nevertheless, for the purpose of 
properly investing the same in safe securities but to 
yield as much income as possible, and using and ex- 
pending the income thereof in the purchase of candy 
on Memorial Day of each year for distribution among 
all the children of the Town under the age of fifteen 
years in the amount of one pound to each child, in so 
far as it may seem possible within said income. 

4. In the event that the Town of North Hampton 
shall for any reason refuse to accept the said pro- 
vision of article 3. of this will or at any time refuse to

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During the past year the additions to the library total 
208 volumes, classified as follows: Adult fiction 112; 
juvenile fiction 38; adult non fiction 53 and juvenile non 
fiction 5. The reading room has been provided with the 
usual number of periodicals. 


The Junior Woman’s Club has provided our reading 
room with a table and chairs for use of the children. 

The total number of volumes in the library is now ap- 
proximately 3900; classified as follows: adult fiction 1870; 
juvenile fiction 420; adult non fiction 1350; juvenile non 
fiction 85 and reference books 175. 


Within the next two years substantial additions will 
need to be made to our book stacks. It is especially de- 
sirable that shelves for children’s books be installed in 
the reading room. Some interior repairs will be necessary 
during the coming year. 


The money provided by the town has been expended 
as follows:

In accordance with the vote taken in the Town Meeting 
of March, 1937, the Dodge Fire Truck was repaired at a 
cost of approximately $375. This included the installation

During the year 1938 we purchased three hundred feet 
of hose; two hundred feet of 2% inch hose and one hundred 
feet of 1% inch hose.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of North Hampton 


I, herewith, submit to you my ninth report as super- 
intendent of your schools. 


The North Hampton schools opened on September 7, 
1988 with an enrollment of ninety pupils. This was 
an increase of ten over last year. Two pupils entered 
the East school later making the total enrollment 
ninety-two. The division between grades is given in 
the statistics following. The largest room is that of the 
primary room at the Centre School where fourteen pupils 
entered the first grade. 


It is proof of the earnestness of the pupils of North 
Hampton that their percentage of attendance is increas- 
ing year by year. The report of last year showed a 
good record of ninety-six, but this was improved in 1937 
and 1938 to ninety-seven percent. The number of tardi- 
nesses was but twenty: This average of but one-fourth 
tardinesses per pupil is a remarkable achievement and 
bespeaks the cooperation of parents, pupils and teachers. 


The schools of North Hampton are good schools. The 
present staff of teachers has but one interest—the wel- 
fare of the children of the town. Mrs. MacKenzie, with 
thirty-one pupils, has developed a group whose progress 
in Reading is outstandingly good. As Reading is the 
basis of scholarship in the following grades, excellence in 
that subject almost guarantees success for each pupil 
throughout his school life. I urge the parents of these 
pupils especially to visit the schools and inspect this work 
for themselves. 

Mrs. Dorothy Paire has inspired in her pupils a will 
to achieve, which will be of great value to them through- 
out their lives. This has been done by her own enthusi- 
asm for the work and by her understanding of the forces 
which urge children to greater endeavor. Her middle 
grades room is always a places where all pupils are pur- 
posefully busy. 
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Upon the principal of the school rests the responsibility 
of the morale of the student body. If the community 
life of the school is unified, if it is one in which an ordered 
citizenship is considered the right thing, then the ground- 
work is well laid for scholarship. This attitude, so evi- 
dent in your school, is the result of the excellent adminis- 
tration of Mr. Newell Paire-. 


Tests have been given in the East school which prove 
that the work is up to standard. Occasionally, schools 
with small enrollment show the lack of rivalry which is 
often a spur to achievement in the large school. It was 
to be certain that this was not true in the East School 
that the tests were given. The parents of the pupils may 
be sure that the scholarship of their children is well up 
to grade requirements. Mrs. Naves is a teacher of ex- 
perience and the results attest her ability. In Arithmetic, 
in Reading and the other fundamentals good work is be- 
ing done. 


We believe the parents of North Hampton are pleased 
that we now have a teacher of Art in our schools. Miss 
Janice Newton is a graduate of the Boston Art School. 
She has discovered, as was expected, several pupils with 
ability to draw. To all, she is giving training in obser- 
vation, a sense of the beautiful and a feeling for color 
and harmony. She is much appreciated by the teachers 
and pupils. 


The work in Music is in charge of Mr- Wendell Haw- 
kins, a graduate of the Keene Normal School Music Sup- 
ervisors Course. Mr. Hawkins understands children. 
Because of this he is enabled to secure results in the 
grades which seem to us unusual. 


A check of our work by another school system is al- 
ways helpful. For this reason we are interested in the 
work done in Portsmouth by our recent graduates. 
Reports of the two ranking periods received to date show 
our pupils to be high standing. Of the ninety-two sub- - 
ject ranks received there were but five low marks. Of 
these five marks, three are balanced by higher marks. 
Our school prepares very well for the high schools to 
which our pupils go. 
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There was never a time when children, smaller or 
larger, faced greater safety hazards than they do today. 
The age of machinery forces even the young child to 
meet the problem of safety before he has time to com- 
prehend it. At the earliest ages it is important that the 
child be taught how to avoid dangers. Dangers in the 
home, at play, at work and especially on the highway. 
The time has come when we especially, who live near 
the Lafayette Highway must make safety teaching a 
regularly scheduled subject of the curriculum: Little 
“workbooks” and primers are now being developed. We 
believe it possible to develop in even the primary child, 
habits of safety consciousness throughout his life. I 
recommend that, as soon as available, texts in safety be 
adopted as regular readers in our schools. This work 
has been done informally by the teachers of the nation 
during the past few years. This is responsible, in great 
part, for the fact that accidental deaths among children 
are decreasing innumber. A regularly organized course 
would, we believe produce greater results. 


The report of the school nurse is printed herewith. 
Mrs. Sheehy is an earnest and efficient employee of the 
district. Her report of her stewardship will be of in- 
terest to all parents. 


May I again express my appreciation to the School 
Board of North Hampton for advice and hearty co-opera- 
tion given me in the work of the past year.
